CHEMICAL  COUNCIL 


Working  details  of  a  scheme  of  co-operation  between  the  three  char- 
tered chemical  bodies  (Chemical  Society,  Institute  of  Chemistry  and 
Society  of  Chemical  Industry)  as  modified  by  the  Chemical  Council, 
have  recently  been  issued.  A  draft  agreement  provides  that,  in  the  event 
of  the  collective  contributions  of  the  Chemical  Society  and  Society  of 
Chemical  Industry  being  insufficient  to  defray  the  expenses  of  running 
the  Bureau  of  Chemical  and  Physiological  Abstracts  carried  on  jointly 
by  the  Societies,  the  Council  will  contribute  to  the  expenses,  but  any 
deficit  remaining  after  such  contribution  is  made  wih  be  borne  by  the 
two  Societies.  The  Bureau  may,  with  the  consent  of  the  Chemical 
Council,  be  reconstituted  as  a  body  having  a  separate  legal  entity,  but 
any  such  reconstitution  shall  not  in  any  way  relieve  the  Societies  from 
any  liability  to  maintain  the  Bureau  pursuant  to  the  terms  of  the 
agreement.  The  Chemical  Society  will  retain  its  annual  membership 
subscription  at  sixty  units  (at  present  fixed  at  one  shilling)  for  Fellows 
having  full  privileges,  but  will  limit  the  supply  of  "Abstracts"  which  a 
Fellow  can  (without  extra  charge)  obtain  in  addition  to  the"  Journal" 
to  any  two  sections  of  a  list  specified  in  a  Schedule.  The  Society  of 
Chemical  Industry  will  increase  its  annual  membership  subscription 
from  fifty  to  sixty  units,  with  power  (on  consent  of  the  Chemical  Council) 
to  reduce  the  membership  fee  for  special  groups  or  sections.  The  Societies 
will  be  responsible  as  at  present  for  the  joint  management  of  the  Bureau, 
which  will  arrange  for  publication  and  sale  of  "Abstracts"  and  for 
securing  revenue  from  advertisements  and  other  sources.  Fellows  and 
Associates  of  the  Institute  of  Chemistry  will  be  urged  to  become  joint 
members  of  all  three  bodies  by  payment  of  an  annual  joint  membership 
subscription  of  105  units  in  the  case  of  Fellows  and  100  units  in  the 
case  of  Associates.  This  joint  subscription  will  cover  all  the  privileges 
of  the  Fellowship  or  Associateship  of  the  Institute  and  of  membership 
of  the  Societies  except  that  the  total  amount  of  publications  obtainable 
without  extra  charge  shall  not  exceed  seventy  units  in  scheduled  value ; 
publications  up  to  this  value  may  be  chosen  from  among  all  those  in 
the  schedule,  but  Fellows  and  Associates  will  not  be  required  to  pay  for 
lectures  published  by  the  Institute ;  additional  publications  may  be 
purchased  at  scheduled  prices.

TOPICAL  REFLECTIONS 


Local  and  National  Effort. — Last  week's  news  of  what  is  being  done 
to  mitigate  the  results  of  enemy  action  affecting  the  conduct  of  business 
(pp.  126,  127)  is  heartening,  not  only  for  pharmacists  on  whom  an 
unforeseen  blow  of  this  kind  may  fall  but  also  for  all  who  have  the 
welfare  of  pharmacy  at  heart.  There  is  ample  room  for  both  local  and 
national  effort  in  grappling  with  present  misfortune  caused  by  events 
beyond  the  control  of  those  most  affected.  I  venture  to  emphasise  the 
value  of  local  action  where  any  centre  is  compact  enough  for  such 
action  to  be  successfully  undertaken.  In  the  nature  of  things  there  are 
sparsely  populated  areas  not  easily  brought  within  the  scope  of  a 
scheme  like  that  set  up  at  Plymouth  ;  and  there  are  coastal  areas  in 
which  business  conditions  are  quite  abnormal.  But  for  cities  and 
towns  not  in  either  of  these  classes  the  Plymouth  system  promises  the 
most  practical  form  of  assistance  so  far  devised.  It  has  the  material 
advantage  of  being  worked  by  chemists  who  know  the  local  conditions, 
with  a  committee  just  large  enough  to  handle  the  exacting  detail  of 
supply  without  the  formality  attaching  to  relief  on  a  wider  scale.  Its 
implications  should  be  fully  considered  by  everyone  interested. 

Considerate  Shopping. — The  paragraph  stating  that  "it  would  be 
a  great  help  to  staffs  and  a  saving  in  time  to  customers  for  people  in 
a  position  to  do  so  to  shop  early  in  the  week"  (p.  127)  suggests  the 
possibility  of  a  concerted  effort  to  persuade  the  public  to  shop  at 
comparatively  quiet  times.  Retailers  had  a  similar  problem  during  the 
last  war,  though  I  do  not  remember  that  much  was  "done  about  it." 
For  some  years  past  I  have  tried  to  impress  on  personal  friends  the 
desirability  of  shopping  when  business  premises  are  not  crowded  with 
evening,  week-end  or  market-day  customers :    I  see  no  reason  why 


traders  themselves  cannot  openly  suggest  this  course  by  meai 
advertisement.  This  would,  obviously,  need  to  be  done  without 
phrases  savouring  of  dictation  or  of  discrimination  between  diff' 
types  of  customer ;  but  I  believe  that  retail  chemists  (to  say  no' 
of  advertising  experts)  are  equal  to  the  occasion.  Whatever  form 
advertisements  may  take,  a  word  to  the  wise  on  this  topic  may  } 
to  be  worth  while.  The  matter  has  an  additional  relevance  in 
hours  of  business  are  likely  to  be  curtailed  for  some  time  to  come

Another  new  product  made  by  the  same  company,  Griffiths  &  Associ- 
ates, Ltd.,  1—3,  Earl  Street,  Bristol,  i,  is  Variply  brand  varicose  treat- 
ment for  ulcerated  conditions  of  the  leg,  consisting  of  the  surgical 
support  in  a  length  of  crepe  bandage  sufficient  for  ankle  and  thigh 
:  dressing,  together  with  a  jar  of  antiseptic  ointmeilt  and  a  supply  of 


dusting  powder.  The  surgical  support  does  not  adhere  to  the  skin ;  i 
is  waterproof  and  can  be  kept  clean  by  sponging. 

Making  paper  moisture-proof. — At  a  Press  gathering  held  at  thi 
Waldorf  Hotel,  Aldwych,  London,  W.C.2,  on  September  10,  a  nev 
material  called  W.535  was  introduced  by  Imperial  Chemical  Industries 
Ltd.,  as  a  contribution  to  solving  the  problem  of  providing  moisture 
proof  packaging  for  foods,  medicinal  powders,  and  other  products  des 
pite  the  shortage  of  tinplate  and  paper  pulp.  The  many  war-time  use 
for  W.535  include  the  coating  of  paper — even  of  relatively  inferio 
war-time  quality — for  making  moisture-proof  containers.  In  carto: 
manufacture,  the  paper  can  be  fastened  to  the  baseboard  with  W.535 
thus  providing  a  container  that  is  automatically  moisture-proofed 
Chip-board  containers,  if  coated  or  interlined  with  W.535,  give  thai 
contents  just  as  much  protection  from  moisture  and  atmospheric  con 
tamination  as  the  heavier  boxes,  with  extra  wrappings,  previous!' 
used.  Considerable  savings  in  pulp  are  thus  made  possible.  The  filn 
provided  by  W.535  for  paper  and  board,  in  addition  to  its  moisture 
proofing  and  adhesive  characters,  is  flexible,  non-cracking,  colourles: 
and  odourless,  and  offers  considerable  resistance  to  chemical  action  anc 
oily  materials.  Although  paraffin  wax  has  previously  been  used  fo 
coating  paper,  a  weakness  of  a  wax  coating  is  that  it  readily  crack 
when  the  paper  is  folded  and  "white"  cracks  can  be  seen  even  by  th( 
naked  eye.  The  superiority  of  W.535  over  paraffin  wax  has  a  physica 
explanation.  Whilst  both  are  crystalline,  the  crystals  and  voids  of  thi 
paraffin  wax  are  much  larger  than  those  of  W.535.  The  new  materia 
has  thus  a  lesser  permeability  to  moisture  and  greater  flexibility 
Although  for  the  highest  grades  of  container,  W.535  is  used  alom 
for  coating  it  can  also  be  used  to  improve  paraffin  wax,  because  th( 
crystal  size  of  the  wax  is  reduced  even  when  the  ratio  of  the  paraffii 
wax  to  W'.535  is  as  high  as  6  to  i.  A  mixture  of  W.535  and  paraffii 
wax,  provided  the  proportions  are  suitably  adjusted,  can  be  used  as  s 
moisture-proofing  material  in  the  manufacture  of  parchfoil,  for  com 
bining  two  papers,  or  for  combining  chip-board  and  paper  in  paper  boj 
and  carton  manufacture.  It  can  also  be  used  for  dipping  cartons  foi 
liquids  to  render  them  waterproof,  whilst  composite  containers  can  bi 
moisture-proofed  with  the  mixture  during  manufacture.  Whethe;

Dark  Room  Poisonings. — H.  W.  Greenwood  ("British  Journal  of 
]  tography,"  LXXXVII,  421)  records  a  fatal  case  of  poisoning  by 
I  ns  of  potassium  ferricyanide — the  only  example  of  poi-soning  with 
t  substance  that  has  been  reported  for  many  years.  He  instances 
J  imber  of  poisons  in  common  use  in  the  dark  room  that  can  be 
c  jerous  without  any  allergy  on  the  part  of  victim ;  among  them  are 
i  mineral  acids,  sulphuric  and  hydrochloric  being  most  commonly 
I  with  in  dark  room  work,  and  the  caustic  alkalis.  In  all  such  cases 
(  lite  steps  must  be  taken,  says  the  writer,  to  neutralise  the  material, 
i  le  case  of  mineral  acids  by  washing  the  affected  part  with  water 
i  wed  by  1-2  per  cent,  solution  of  bicarbonate  of  soda  until  every 
1  s  of  acid  is  neutralised.  He  recommends  checking  with  litmus  paper 
]  ed  in  contact  with  the  affected  surface.  Where  caustic  alkali  is  the 

<  ;e  of  the  trouble,  then  the  area,  after  a  preliminary  wash  in  water, 
s  lid  be  washed  with  ^  per  cent,  acetic  acid  until  the  skin  gives  an 
i  reaction.  In  some  dark  rooms  chromic  acid  is  used  as  a  cleaning 
i  it;  it  is  usually  made  on  the  spot  by  adding  concentrated  sulphuric 
£  to  a  strong  solution  of  potassium  dichromate.  Situations  may 
1  lire  a  substance  that  will  instantly  destroy  the  chromic  acid  ;  this 

<  ts  in  every  darkroom,  namely,  "hypo."  Any  burn  with  chromic 
£  ,  or  splashes  on  the  skin,  should  be  instantly  plunged  into  the 
1  0  dish  or  tank.  Later  they  can  be  thoroughly  washed  and  dealt 
1  1  as  desired  or  necessary.  Liquid  ammonia,  apart  from  temporary 
s  3cation,  is  usually  troublesome  only  when  splashed  in  the  eye.

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Purchase  Tax 

E  Treasury  will  shortly  be  making  an  Order  fixing  the  date  on 
ich  the  Purchase  Tax  will  come  into  operation.  Meanwhile  the 
mmissioners  of  Customs  and  Excise  have  announced  that  manufac- 
•ers  and  wholesale  merchants  dealing  in  taxable  goods  must  apply 
1  registration  not  later  than  September  20.  Failure  to  do  so  by  that 
I  te  incurs  liability  to  a  fine  of  £100,  plus  £10  for  each  day  during 
ich  the  failure  to  register  continues.  In  addition,  persons  who  fail 
'  register  remain  liable  for  tax  on  all  their  chargeable  sales  from  the 
te  when  the  tax  comes  into  operation.  Registration  under  the 
rchase  Tax  is  quite  distinct  from  the  Board  of  Trade  registration 
connexion  with  the  Limitation  of  Supplies  Orders  and  separate 
[istration  with  the  Customs  is  required  by  law  for  Purchase  Tax 
rposes.  It  is  anticipated  that  the  Purchase  Tax  will  come  into 
eration  in  October.  A  list  of  affected  articles  of  interest  to  the  drug 
,de  was  given  in  the  C.  <&-  D.,  August  10,  p.  74,  and  the  official  details 
the  operation  of  the  scheme  were  summarised  in  the  C.  6-  D.,  August 
,  p.  118.  Persons  or  firms  who  either  manufacture  chargeable  goods, 
who  stock  and  sell  them  as  wholesale  merchants,  must  be  registered 
t  less  their  gross  returns  from  sales  of  chargeable  goods  do  not  exceed 
:  ,000  a  year.  If  sales  do  not  amount  to  this  figure  the  person  or  firm 
not  eligible  for  registration.  A  manufacturer  who  does  not  sell 
!  argeable  goods  is  entitled  to  be  registered  if  he  uses  chargeable  goods 
n  substantial  quantities"  as  materials.  The  advantage  to  him  of 
ing  registered  in  such  circumstances  is  that  he  will  then  be  able 
buy  the  materials,  free  of  tax,  from  a  supplier  who  is  also  registered, 
tat  is  because  tax  becomes  payable  only  when  a  registered  person 
.Is  to  a  person  who  is  not  registered.  In  one  instance  only  is  registra- 
m  permissible  for  a  retail  trader  as  such.  It  is  provided  that  where 
e  Commissioners  of  Customs  are  satisfied  that  a  person,  for  the 
irposes  of  a  retail  business  carried  on  by  him,  makes  purchases  of 
argeable  goods  "which  in  value  and  character  are  such  as  in  the 
dinary  course  of  trade  are  made  by  wholesale  merchants"  he  shall  be 
gistered.  This  will  presumably  enable  the  proprietors  of  a  chain 
3re,  buying  for  all  their  branches,  to  register  and  buy  their  stock  tax- 
ie.  But  immediately  the  goods  are  appropriated  for  re-sale  to  the 
iblic  the  tax  will  become  due  and  the  chain-store  proprietors  will 
come  accountable  for  it.  Thus  large  registered  retail  organisations 
11  not  be  more  favourably  placed  than  a  small  unregistered  shop- 
eper  so  far  as  the  incidence  of  Purchase  Tax  on  retail  sales  is  con- 
rned.  "Selling  by  wholesale"  is  defined  as  "selling  goods  of  any 
iss  to  a  person  who  carries  on  a  business  of  selling  goods  of  that 
iss."  It  is  the  official  view  that  this  will  "in  general"  exclude 
les  to  public  authorities,  institutions  or  hotels.  Wholesale  transactions 
the  drug  trade  seem  to  be  on  the  way  to  a  variety  of  interpretations, 
le  earliest  advertisement  of  chemicals  in  which  occurs  the  expression 


"wholesale  only"  dates  from  1741,  but  the  first  official  definition  was 
in  the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  (Northern  Ireland)  Act,  1925,  and  was 
followed  by  that  of  the  Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Act,  1933,  though 
references  to  "the  ordinary  course  of  wholesale  dealing"  were  referred 
to  in  earlier  enactments.  It  is  possible,  therefore,  to  be  a  wholesaler 
under  one  piece  of  legislation  and  not  under  another. 

As  a  rule,  it  will  be  reasonably  simple  to  decide  whether  a  particular 
firm  is  required  to  be  registered  or  not.  But  there  will  be  exceptions ; 
some  of  the  larger  chemists,  for  example.  There  are  pharmaceutical 
Srms  whose  businesses  comprise  manufacturmg  and  genuine  wholesale 
trade,  as  well  as  retailing.  If  the  gross  takings  from  their  manufacturing 
and  wholesale  activities  in  chargeable  goods  exceed,  on  the  average. 
£2,000  a  year  they  will  have  to  be  registered  so  far  as  that  side  of  their 
trade  is  concerned :  otherwise  they  will  not.  The  main  difficulty  is 
likely  to  arise  in  deciding  which  part  of  the  chemist's  business  is 
wholesale  within  the  meaning  of  the  Act. 

Vitamins  and  Publicity 

Though  it  would  probably  surprise  many  in  this  country  that  the 
Irish  as  a  race  were  devotees  of  science,  yet  the  frequency  with  which 
the  ' '  Irish  Times ' '  devotes  space  in  its  columns  of  editorial  comment 
on  scientific  topics  might  be  taken  as  evidence  in  their  favour,  were  it 
not  that  most  of  the  articles  are  of  a  facetious  tendency.  Mainly  in 
such  vein  is  an  article  on  "Vitamins  and  Calories"  that  appears  in  its 
issue  of  August  31,  but  there  is  many  a  true  word  spoken  in  jest,  and 
we  are  in  wholehearted  agreement  with  its  conclusion:  "How  is  their 
interest  [i.e.  of  the  poorer  sections  of  the  community]  to  be  stimu- 
lated in  vitamins  and  calories,  when  those  better  qualified  to  understand 
treat  vitamins  and  calories  as  a  joke.  A  campaign  of  Government 
propaganda,  not  because  of  food  shortage  but  of  food  ignorance,  might 
serve  a  useful  purpose  in  this  country,  if  it  eradicated  some  of  the 
sickness  and  misery  that  are  said  to  be  due  to  the  abuse  of  eating." 
It  not  only  might  but  would  serve  a  useful  purpose,  in  England  no  less 
than  in  Ireland,  and  we  welcome  the  recent  statement  of  the  Par- 
liamentary Secretary  to  the  Ministry  of  Food  (Mr.  Robert  Boothby)  that 
full  publicity  will  be  given  at  every  stage  to  the  Government's  plan  of 
introducing  vitamin  Bi  into  the  Nation's  bread,  though  in  the  nature 
of  things  it  will  still  be  some  time  before  sufficient  of  the  vitamin  is 
made  and  distributed  for  the  reform  to  be  put  into  operation.  The  head 
of  a  famous  Cierman  synthetic-chemical  manufacturing  organisation 
was  once  heard  to  remark,  with  some  degree  of  self-congratulation, 
that  his  concern  had  studiously  avoided  any  encroachment  into  the 
realm  of  food.  Insofar  as  this  view  displayed  a  faith  in  the  superior 
virtues  of  natural  as  against  synthetic  foodstuffs  it  deserves  commenda- 
tion and  support,  but  in  a  modern  highly  industrialised  and  urbanised 
civilisation  it  is  not  possible  for  the  whole  population  to  have  access 
to  adequate  fresh,  natural  foodstuffs.  Processes  of  food  manufacture 
are  known  to  involve  risk  of  lost  vitamins  in  many  instances  and  surely 
if* this  cannot  be  prevented  it  can  be  rectified,  and  by  what  means 
except  the  addition  of  synthetic  vitamins  provided  by  the  chemical 
industry?  With  the  "Grow  More  Food"  campaign  and  Mr.  Boothby 's 
promised  publicity  for  vitaminised  bread  appearing  simultaneously  the 
Nation  should  advance  to  a  higher  level  of  fitness  that  ought  never  to  be 
allowed  to  recede  after  the  war  is  over.  So  far  as  pharmacists  are 
concerned  the  way  was  made  plain  to  them  by  the  chairman  of  the 
British  Pharmaceutical  Conference,  at  his  address  at  the  emergency 
session  of  the  Conference  earlier  in  the  year,  and  we  hope  that  his 
words  have  taken  root  among  chemists  in  many  parts  of  the  country. 

Pharmacy  as  a  Reserved  Occupation 

Changes  in  the  schedule  of  reserved  occupations  are  being  considered 
at  the  present  time  and  it  is  anticipated  that  revision  in  certain  occu- 
pations may  be  extensive.  Whether  pharmacists  will  be  affected  is  not 
known,  but  it  will  be  recalled  that  so  long  ago  as  last  March  the  central 
emergency  committee  of  the  British  Medical  Association  recommended 
the  Ministry  of  Labour  to  remove  members  of  the  medical  profession 
from  the  reserved  list.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  this  will  not  be  taken  by 
the  Ministr}''  as  a  measuring  stick  against  pharmacy,  for  the  positions  of 
the  two  professions  differ  greatlj'  in  respect  of  the  health  services  of  the 
civil  population.  In  fact,  it  would  seem  that  it  is  in  the  latter  connexion 
that  the  matter  should  be  judged,  particularly  having  regard  to  the 
attitude  of  the  Army  and  Air  Force  to  pharmacy  and  their  needs  of 
pharmacists  at  the  moment.  So  far  as  can  be  judged  the  Services  are 
unlikely  to  make  any  substantial  demand  for  pharmacists  in  the  near 
future,  but  the  position  might  be  met  by  calling  up  for  general  militarj^ 
service  dispensers  under  thirty  years  of  age,  and  pharmacists  up  to  the 
age  of  twenty-five  for  dispensing  duties  in  the  medical  services  of  the 
Air  Force  and  the  Army.  The  committee  responsible  for  the  revision 
of  the  schedule  of  reserved  occupations  is  to  meet  in  the  course  of  the 
next  few  days,  and  after  that  the  proposed  alterations  will  have  to  be 
approved  by  the  Minister  of  Labour.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  no  action 
in  regard  to  pharmacists  will  be  taken  without  consultations  with  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  and  the  National  Pharmaceutical  Union. 
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Pharmaceutical  preparations  containing  glycerin  have  once  again 
come  under  review,  owing  to  its  being  in  ever-increasing  demand  for 
explosive  manufacture.  During  the  last  war  dependence  was  placed  to 
a  large  extent  on  tragacanth,  in  some  form  or  other,  as  a  substitute. 
One  hand  lotion  that  was  popular  at  that  time  in  hospital  work,  for 
counteracting  excessive  dryness  of  the  skin  following  constant  use  of 
antiseptics  and  washing  of  the  hands,  was  known  as  glycerin  an^ 
lavender.  It  consisted  of  glycerin  and  water  in  equal  parts,  to  every 
fluid  ounce  of  which  was  added  lo  minims  of  compound  tincture  of 
lavender.  When  the  formula  had  to  be  revised  tragacanth  mucilage, 
0-6  per  cent.,  was  used,  with  the  same  amount  of  lavender  as  before. 
Although  the  amount  of  glycerin  at  present  used  in  this  hand  lotion  is 
50  per  cent.,  the  time  has  come  when  it  is  considered  desirable  to  revert 
to  the  25  per  cent,  standard  adopted  in  1920.  It  should  be  noted  that 
there  is  no  necessity  at  present  to  abandon  the  use  of  glycerin  altogether, 
but  attention  should  be  given  to  the  best  means  of  reducing  to  an 
effective  minimum  the  quantity  used.  It  must  be  admitted  that  in  the 
manufacture  of  cosmetic  preparations  too  much  glycerin  has  frequently 
been  used,  while  in  tooth-pastes,  for  which  no  further  releases  are 
expected,  the  glycerin  content  is  almost  invariably  high.  In  the  British 
Pharmaceutical  Codex  are  nearly  one  hundred  preparations  containing 
glycerin,  while  in  the  British  Pharmacopoeia  there  are  approximately 
twenty-five.    In  most  of  the  formulas  glycerin  can  be  either  omitted 
or  materially  reduced,  and  if  it  is  necessary  to  have  a  thickening  agent 
either  tragacanth  or  karaya  mucilage  can  be  used.    The  tragacanth 
mucilage  for  this  purpose  is  best  made  as  follows : —

Place  the  gum  and  alcohol  in  a  suitable  container,  add  10  mils,  of 
boiling  water,  shake  vigorously  and  add  the  remainder  of  the  boiling 
water. 

In  cough  linctuses,  similar  preparations  can  be  used  instead  of  syrup, 
but  a  preservative  will  then  be  needed,  as  in  many  pharmaceutical 
preparations  glycerin  plays  a  dual  role :  it  is  both  thickener  and  pre- 
servative. The  British  Pharmacopoeial  preparation  containmg  the 
greatest  proportion  of  glycerin  is  cataplasma  kaolini,  and  it  has  been 
suggested  that  in  this  the  glycerin  may  be  replaced  by  sodium  lactate 
solution,  60  per  cent.  It  is  found,  however,  that  with  that  amount  of 
sodium  lactate  the  addition  of  25  per  cent,  of  glycerin  produces  a  better 
product.  The  whole  problem,  it  is  understood,  is  being  investigated  by 
a  committee  of  the  British  Pharmacopoeial  Commission.  To  evaluate 
glycerin  apart  from  its  medicinal  use,  save  as  a  hydroscopic  agent,  and 
therefore  to  a  certain  extent  a  wetting  agent,  is  difficult,  but  in  the  latter 
category  many  other  substances  more  effective  than  glycerin  are  also 
devoid  of  the  stickiness  with  which  the  latter  is  associated  and  which  is 
frequently  a  drawback  in  cosmetic  preparations.  In  considering  alter- 
native wetting  agents,  it  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  some  of  them, 
unless  accompanied  by  a  trace  of  liquid  paraffin,  possess  drying  qualities 
undesirable  in  skin  preparations.  From  the  cosmetic  manufacturers' 
point  of  view  the  value  of  glycerin  can  easily  be  over-rated,  and  in 
many  dermal  preparations  it  is,  in  fact,  quite  unnecessary.  For  example, 
if  a  small  percentage  of  tragacanth  were  used  in  place  of  the  glycerin 
in  calamine  lotion,  and  the  lotion  were  put  through  a  homogeniser,  a 
satisfactory  preparation  would  result.  In  the  following  stearic-acid 
cream,  glycerin  may  be  replaced  by  the  neutral  substance  (/-sorbitol, 
which  is  a  polyhydric  alcohol  possessing  a  sweetish  taste.  This  is 
available  in  liquid  form  of  80  per  cent,  strength.

POINTS  FROM  LETTERS 

Raid  Warnings  and  Shop  Closings 
A  matter  which  will  have  to  be  regulated  is  the  closing  of  shops 
in  the  daytime  during  a  warning.  As  soon  as  the  sirens  are  heard, 
customers  are  turned  out  and  the  shops  are  closed,  although  there  may- 
be no  immediate  danger  in  the  particular  area,  and  the  raid  may  pass 
without  the  enemy  being  near  that  spot.  On  the  other  hand,  when 
hostile  aircraft  are  over  a  frequented  shopping  thoroughfare,  turning 
customers  out  of  the  shops  means  there  must  be  a  large  number  of 
persons  on  the  pavements  in  the  open  street  at  the  worst  possible 
moment,  and  a  rush  is  made  to  the  nearest  shelter,  with  the  result 
that  many  cannot  find  cover  as  the  local  shelters  soon  have  their  full 
complement. — Siren  (7/9). 

Chemists  and  Air  Raid  Precautions 
It  would  seem  that  the  Peterborough  Chemists'  Association 
(C.  &■  D.,  Aug.  31,  p.  122  and  Sept.  7,  p.  129)  have  effectively  solved 
the  problem  of  the  chemist's  position  in  the  A.R.P.  service.  At  the 
outset  pharmacists  were  told  they  should  remain  at  their  ordinary 
duties.  Later  it  was  stated  that  casualties  should  not  be  treated  at 
pharmacies.  Yet  all  the  time  pharmacists  have  felt  that  their  special 
training  might  be  utilised  in  some  way,  especially  as  many  of  them 
have  first-aid  certificates  in  addition  to  their  knowledge  of  drugs  and 
dressings,  and  all  of  them  have  had  practical  experience  in  the  dressing 
of  minor  injuries  in  their  daily  work.  Further,  the  inherent  custom  of 
the  public  to  run  to  the  chemist's  shop  for  help  of  this  kind  made  it 
certain  they  would  be  expected  to  provide  some  service  after  air  raids, 
and  the  method  established  by  the  Peterborough  chemists  could  well 
be  extended  to  other  towns. — Ambo  (9/9). 

Tax  on  Medicines 
It  has  been  promised  that  an  attempt  will  be  made  to  come  to  some 
arrangement  about  Medicine  Stamp  Duty  (C.  6^  D..  August  24,  p.  99), 
but  if  this  should  be  abolished  in  order  to  equalise  the  incidence  of  the 
Purchase  Tax,  there  still  remains  the  problem  of  the  retail  selling  price. 
Manufacturers  who  have  destamped  their  products  have  retained  the 
selling  price  at  is.  3d.,  whether  their  proprietaries  are  issued  stamped  or 
unstamped,  but  if  the  Medicine  Stamp  Duty  is  abolished  it  is  obvious 
that  the  face  value  becomes  is.,  following  the  rule  that  goods  to  the 
value  of  IS.  shall  bear  a  threepenny  stamp,  and  with  the  Purchase  Tax 
the  selling  price  would  be  is.  2d.  Unless  this  is  made  compulsory  the 
manufacturers  may  decide  to  adhere  to  the  retail  price  of  is.  3d.,  and 
then  the  Purchase  Tax  will  be  2|d.,  and  the  selling  price  becomes  is.  5jd. 
Again,  if  the  Purchase  Tax  is  applied  to  all  drugs,  except  those  listed, 
and  is  collected  between  the  wholesaler  and  the  retailer,  presumably  it 
will  apply  to  those  drugs  which  the  chemist  uses  for  dispensing  Insurance 
prescriptions.  If  this  is  so,  it  will  raise  the  cost  to  the  Drug  Fund,  a  case 
of  the  State  taxing  its  own  expenditure. — Purtax  (24/8).
